He refers particularly to the need for plan- 
ning Westminster on a basis worthy of its 
social, political and historic importance as the 
traditional seat of Government and the heart 
of the Empire. ‘This area, he says, has been 
only too fittingly described by Lord Amulree 
as “‘the Cinderella of the town-planning 
movement,” 


Me appointment of a Royal Commission 


.-- IMPORTANT CHANGES 


“ The London County Council and other 
local. authorities,’ Mr. Bryant continues, 
‘* are now engaged in schemes for beautifying 
the south side of the Thames. The improve- 
ments contemplated include the demolition of 
existing wharves, houses and factories, and 
replacement by modern buildings of 


their 
design, wide boulevards and 


dignified 
gardens. 

‘‘Important changes, too, are being carried 
out by private enterprise on the opposite side 
of the river. Between Blackfriars and the 
new Lambeth Bridge, imposing commercial 
buildings have risen to give a modern setting 
to the Embankment, while, further up, 
towards Chelsea. the riverside terraces, 
gardens and edifice of Dolphin square will, 
when completed, illustrate graphically the 

otentialities of the Thames-side pertion of 
Vestminster. 

‘The example thus set is one which could 
profitably be followed in re-planning West- 
minster as a whole. Furthermore, the project 
for the erection of new Government offices in 
Whitehall afd of the nati@nal memorial to 
King George V. provides an unrivalled oppor- 
tunity to put such a scheme into effect, 


BEAUTIFYING THE 
RIVERSIDE 


_“ The central feature of the plan would be 
the provision of approaches to the memorial, 
the Abbey and the Houses of Parliament. 
One has in mind, for instance, the building 
of a fine boulevard, lined with noble build- 
ings, which would connect Westminster 
square with the riverside, and South Bel- 
gravia with Chelsea and the whole of south- 
west, London. : 

“The riverside itself might be terraced to 
provide gardens and facilities for pleasure 
craft, and so assist in restoring London’s 
ancient waterway to its former dow. The 
area between the Thames and Victoria Station 
could, at the same time, be remodelled to 
allow for wide streets, tree-lined squares, 
gardens, blocks of well-designed flats and 
public buildings, cultural centres and _ re- 
creation areas.” 

Mr. Bryant stresses the danger of London 
being rebuilt within the next twenty years 
without any coherent scheme, but by piece- 
meal and unrelated efforts. The present 
planning powers are insufficient, the planning 
authorities inappropriate, and their areas un- 
related to the problem. The establishment 
of a central co-ordinating authority with wide 
planning powers, he urges, is, therefore, 
necessary.

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“QUESTION OF VITAL 
INTEREST ”

M country—it is estimated that there are 

* 70,000 at present — are becoming 
apprehensive at what, they fear, may be an 
attempt to force them into full citizenship of 
the Irish Free State (says the Morning Post). 

Having lived in England—in some cases for 
near fifteen years—they have assumed that 
they would obtain passports from the British 
Passport Office. On applying at that office, 
however, they have been instructed first to 
apply for permission at the offices of the Free 
State High Commissioner. 

With the passing of the Statute of West- 
minster, and, with the projected new Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State, they are 
more anxious than ever not to be forced into 
Irish citizenship. 


TYPICAL CASE 


A typical experience is described in the 
following letter to the Morning Post from 
Mr. Richard J. C. Maunsell, an Irish loyalist 
who has lived in England since 1924 :— 

“My son, born in Ireland in 1920, but 
who has lived in this country since 1924, and: 
who has no intention of ever residing in 
Ireland again, applied for a British pass- 
port to travel on the Continent. On reading 
his application form, an official at the Pags- 
port Office directed him to go to the office 
of the High Commissioner of the Irish Free 
State and obtain a passport there. 

“ He went to this office, but informed the 
Free State officials that he wanted a British 
passport. He was told that they had no 
objection to his having a British passport, 
but that they could, if they wished, object, in 
which case a British passport would be 
refused, ' 

2“ Thi, raises a question’ óf ‘vital interest 
to all Irish lovalists in England. Is an 
attempt being made to deprive us of our 
status as british subjects by a subterranean 
process ? 

_ <I have always understood that a British 
subject by birth could lose his national status 
only by his own act, My family were all 
born in Ireland, while it was still part of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and can, therefore, clatm to be ' British by 
birth.’ ”’ 


OPTION OFFERED 


The action of the British Passport Office is 
based on Article 3 of the Irish Free State 
Constitution of 1922, which pr®ided that any 
Irish-born subject in Southern Ireland at that 
time, or any other national who had been 
domreiled there for seven years, became a Free 
State citizen unless he exercised his option. to 
be the subject of another State. 

Those who have failed to do so are told that 
constitutionally they are Irish Free State sub- 
i and must have permission to obtain a 

ritish passport in the same way as citizens 
of other Dominions. 

According to officials of the High Com 
missioner’s Office, the granting of permission 
is a technical formality, and any Irish citizen 
who has no further interest in the Free State 
will have no difficulty in obtaining permission, 
Irish loyalists, however, resent the fact that 
they are compelled to seek permission which 
could, they presume, be withheld on the 
slightest whim. 

Not all the Government’s advisers agree 
that the Passport Office interpretation of the 
law is the correct one. According to one 
authority, Dominions may make their own 
rules governing Se BE ang but cannot de- 
prive a British subject by birth of his national 
status, and British passports should there. 
fore be granted without question. 


ALIENAGE DECLARATION 


An eminent constitutional lawyer expressed 

the opinion to a Morning Post representative 
that unless a citizen of the Irish Free State 
had made a declaration of alienage and no 
longer accepted loyalty to the Throne he 
could not be deprived of his nationality. 
’ Under the 1914 Act governing Bri*ish 
nationality .the- Dominions. were empowered 
to. grant Imperial British nationality, 
whereas previously they had been entitled to 
grant British nationality only within their 
own borders. Ireland, he added, enjoyed 
Dontinion status to-day. 

By the Free State Nationality and Citizen- 
ship Act an attempt was made to ignore 
British nationality, but according to Con- 
stitutional Law as applied to this country 
Jrish .Free State. citizens remained British 
citizens. 

“The whole position, however, is so 
obscure,”’ he concluded, ‘‘ that there is a real 
case for full Parliamentary examination.”

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LONDON-LISBON 
RECORD 
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A FAMOUS MACHINE 


——€- 


recalled by the recent record flight 

between London and Lisbon made by 
the Portuguese pilot, Lieutenant Carlos Costa 
Macedo, in the D.H. Comet monoplane 
‘‘ Salazar.”” Lieutenant Macedo, who is chief 
instructor at the Portuguese Military Flying 
School flew from Hatfield Aerodrome non- 
stop to Lishon—approximately 1,100 miles— 
in 5 hours 17 minutes at an average speed of 
211 miles an hour. The fastest journey 
previously made hetween the two ogee 
was accomplished by Lieutenant Macedo. in 
the same aeroplane in February, 1935, when 
the trip took 6 hours 5 minutes. 

A few days earlier Second Lieutenant Jean 
Péraud, flying one of the two Comet aero- 
planes which belong to the French Govern- 
ment, achieved almost equally good average 
speed on a one-day journey from Paris to 
Tunis and back. Second Lieutenant Peraud 
has been in training for some time for a 
series of fast long flights in this machine, 
and he is soon to undertake more ambitious 


journeys. 
SAE MACHINE 


Lieutenant Macedo’s machine is the Comet 
which was flown, under the name “ Black 
Magic,” in the England-Australia air races ní 
1934, which were won by C, W. A. Scott 
and T. Camphell Black in another Comet 
that flew from Mildenhall to Melbourne in 7] 
hours. It then belonged to the Mollisons, 
who led the field at the end of the first stage 
by fiving non-stop to Baghdad—2,530 miles— 
in 12 hours 40 minutes. They reached 
Karachi from England in the record time of 
22 hours 13 minutes, but were obliged sub- 
sequently to abandon the contest. 

Lieutenant Macedo left Hatfield at noon 
in cloudy weather and against a south- 
westerly wind. He did not use radio, and 
planned to fly above the clouds till he reached 
the promised good weather over France, The 
best cruising speed of the Comet is reached 
at.a height of 10,000 feet, and high flying 
was, therefore, also in the interests of speed. 
His route went by way of. Brighton, Le 
Havre, Biarritz, Burgos and Salamanca. The 
yjilot’s confidence in himself and his aircraft 
is revealed in the fact that he took only 170 
gallons of fuel—enough for seven hours’ 
fiving—though the total tankage of the 
‘Salazar ” is 257 gallons. 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT 


These new fast flights demonstrate again 
the advanced technique which produced so 
rapid and practical an aeroplane more than 
three years ago—two or three aircraft 
zenerations ago in. the present rapid develop- 
ment of the art. Even now there are few 
civil aeroplanes which could consistently 
achieve stich high average speeds over com- 
parable. distances. Experience has shown 
that the bold new ideas first tested in build- 
ing the Comet were soundly based, and to-day 
the Albatross four-engined ‘“‘intercontinental”’ 
air liner, two of which have been ordered 
by the Air Ministry for trans-ocean air mail 
experiments, reflects in many: details the 
structure and design of the smaller craft. 
The engines show equivalent development, 
from the special Gipsy-Six engines of the 
Comet to the supercharged 12-cylinder air- 
cooled engines of the Albatross, with their 
novel cooling system and low head resistance,

THREATS TO INSURANCE 
OFFICIAL

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


ETER McMAHON (56), with an address 
at Main street, Ballybay, Co. Monaghan 
convieted of frauda on the Prudential 

Assurance Company, was sentenced to 20 
months’ imprisonment on each of five counts, 
to run concurrently, with labour suitable to 
‘his age and health. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy (instructed by the 

Chief State Solicitor) said the case was one of 
five utions in connection with frauds 
on. the Prudential Assurance Company in 
Monaghan and Leitrim, involving several 
agents. It would be difficult to the per- 
son who was the link between the agents: in- 
volved and the company, and it had been 
discovered that the defendant had‘ been be- 
hind the frauds, for some of which other men 
already had . been sentenced. The total 
ascertainable amount involved was about 
£5,000, and there were, ín all, a couple. of 
hundred cases with most of which the 
prisoner had been associated. The case 
“asa the defendent, counsel continued, was 
the most sérious one by reason of the fact 
that he had written a threatening letter to 
one of the insurance officials pursuing inyesti- 
gations tin Co. Monaghan: 
_‘* These . investigations,’’ said counsel, 
“were carried out by young Englishmen 
who might have been terrorised and intimi- 
dated by the receipt’ of such a menacing 
communication,’”’ 

A plea for lenjency was made by Mr. P. J. 
Roe, K.C, (instructed by Mr. J. 8. Smyth, 
solicitor, Castleblayney), who asked that only 
those charges on which the prisoner had 
convicted be taken into account. 


FORGED CERTIFICATES 


Judge Shannon. observed .that counsel for 
the defence omitted to mention, the source 
from which McMahon got blank — death 
certificates which he undoubtedly forged. It 
was very well known, he said, ‘that the 
authorities were anxious to discovet the 
source of these certificates; they had a good 
idea of it, but were anxious to be confirmed 
in at matter. . Witmesses for the defence

all the frauds. . However, he strongly sus- 
pected that he was. 

An application for leave to appeal was 
refused, the Judge mentioning that he thought 
it fair to state that the evi of Captain 
Quirke, the handwriting expert, was unsatis- 
factory, but he believed the jury had properly 
been directed in that respect. 

The Judge paid a high tribute to the work 
of Messrs, Edwards and Todd, the investi- 
gators, and Detective Inspector Wyer, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Reynolds and Detective Officer 
Brady, who had shown marked ability, he 
said, in a difficult case, and whose work would 
be recommended to the authorities.

J. P. Brennan) adjourned the inquest on 
Edward H. Woods, the father of Stanley 
Woods, the famous ‘racing motor cyclist, yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Edward Woods died in the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital on Friday last after being 
involved in an accident with a motor car on 
‘the Stillorgan road while cycling to his home, 
The Bungalow, Ashtown Park, Monkstown, 
County Dublin, 

Evidence of identification was 
Mrs. Violet Burney, who said that 
Edward Woods was her father. He 
About sixty-five years of age. She last s: 
him alive when she, was walking on 
Stillorgan road on Friday last. He 
lying on the roadside unconscious, 

Death was due to heart failure, following 
chest and lung injuries, according to the 
medical testimony of Dr. Eustace Fannin, 
hou™ surgeon. 

On the application of the Civie Guards, 
who stated that they ‘were awaiting the 
Attorney-General's decision regarding the 
possibility of instituting criminal proceedings, 
the Coroner granted an adjournment of the 
inquest for a nionth,

ALWAY, capital of the 

Province of Connaught, may aptly 
be described as the true heart of the West. 
It is a quiet, somnolent city, bounded on 
one side by the broad reaches of Lough 
Corrib and on the other by the rolling 
waters of the Atlantic. Most of the city 
buildings stand on islands, and many of 
the principal streets. are linked by a suc- 
cession of bridges all joining up these 
islands. The splash and gurgle of running 
water is heard on every hand, and it is 
said that a traveller, be he from North, 
South, East or West, must cross a bridge 
before he can enter any part of the city. 
Spanish ships; laden with wines and 
tich: cargoes from the South, sailed into 
safe anchorage at Galway Docks through 
many centuries of Irish history. To-day 
the dity is still rich with memories of the 
spacious days of Ferdinand and Isabella; 
and, through long intercourse with the 
Iberian peninsula, both the architecture 
of the streets and the manners and dress 
of the people; savour of the Spanish in 
character and colour. 


BY THE CORRIB 


Old: Spanish houses may still be 
identified “by ‘the’ patio, or small court- 
yard, which fronts them, and the famed 
Spanish Arch, leading to Spanish Walk, is 
still a landmark. Here, when the glorious 
sunsets peculiar to our Western coast 
touched the distant hills of Clare with a 
blaze of colour, grandees of old walked 
and talked beside their tall ships in the 
Corrib River. 
The city was once so famous that Heylin, 
the ‘historian, related of it in 1610: 

gé“ Galloway, a noted emporie and 
lately of so great fame with foreign 
merchants, that an outlandish mer- 
chant, meeting with an Irishman, 
demanded in what part of Galloway 
Ireland was, as if Galloway had been 
the name of the ‘island and Ireland 
only the name of some towne.”’ 


FLOURISHING TRADE 


In exchange for the wine, iron, salt and 
fruit which the Spaniards brought to Gal- 
way, the citizens sent back as exports wool, 
hides, tallow and fish. As early as 1276 
Customs records of Galway s Bios that 
Customs. duty on imports was being 
imposed, the sum for that year being

of flourishing industry, and among the 
manufactories were six rope-works, nearly 
a dozen flour milis, four distilleries and 
breweries, and six soap, candle and 
tobacco factories. Shipbuilding was also in 
a prosperous condition. 

Much water has flowed under Galway’s 
many bridges since those days, but, if the 
trade with Spain has declined, industry 
has shown a resurgence within recent 
years. Galway mills are busy; néw 
factories for the making of cartridges, 
copper tubes, hats, woollens and imple- 
ments employ many people. lestaed of 
Spanish galleons great trans-ocean liners 
now sail up the entrance to Galway Bay, 
landing an average of over 500 passengers 
at a call. 


STORY WITH A MORAL 


Treland has throughout the centuries 
maintained a very strong tradition for 
hospitality, and nowhere has it been main- 
tained better than in Galway. There is a 
story told—a warning, maybe, to those 


who abuse the laws of hospitality—in the 


city records of how Lynch Fitzstephen, 
Mayor of Galway in 1493, hanged his own 
son for the murder of a Spanish merchant 
who was a guest in his house. Thus, it is 
said, did the phrase ‘‘ Lynch Law ” first 
come into use, and a memorial tablet 
recording the event, together with the 
house of the Mayor, are among the city’s 
landmarks: 

On the ancient tombstones in the grave- 
yard beside the Church of St. Nicholas the 
visitor may read some of the names of 
famous Galwegians of long ago. Tradition 
has it that Christopher Columbus attended 
Mass in the Church of St. Nicholas before 
setting out on his voyage of discovery to 
the New World, Incidentally, it is from 
the Bridge of St. Nicholas that the visitor 
may see thousands of salmon waiting for 
the flood that will allow them to swim to 
the upper reaches of the Corrib and their 
spawning ground, 


MARCH OF TIME 


A few years ago the Claddagh fishing 
village, west of the city, was a place of 
pilgrimage for tourists from all over the 
world : they went to see the little thatched 
and whitewashed cottages in which lived 
the straight-backed fishermen of Galway

shawls of Galway grey. The march of 
time has left its mark on the little village, 
however, and the cottages have dis- 
appeared; in their place stand neat, 
modern houses. The charm and hospi- 
tality of the people remain the same. 
Progress, too, is seen in the city’s 
principal -buildings—University College, 
a fine example of the Tudor style of archi- 
tecture, and St. Mary’s College, set on 
an eminence above the bay, University 
College has a very fine library and 
museum, in which can be seen a tran- 
scribed. copy of the records of the city. 
It is a constituent college of the National 
University, with an ever-growing number 
of students. A new £300,000 hospital is 
in the course of completion, and a new 
nurse's home, the finest of its kind in the 
country, has just been constructed by 
Messrs. J. W. Beckett, Ltd., of Dublin. 


BY THE SEA 


Salthill, a seaside resort within a few 
minutes of the centre of the city, is the 
playground of Galwegians. It has a 
splendid promenade, swimming pool, a 
championship golf course, and other 
facilities for visitors. 

To this ‘‘ City of the Tribes “ sportsmen 
and sportswomen wil] go from every corner 
of Ireland to-morrow to see the famed 
Galway Races, started by the Galway 
“ Blarers ” over a century ago. The 
venuo of the event has many times been 
changed since the first Galway Plate was 
run. The meeting is now established at 
Ballybrit, quite close to the city. 
300 entries, representing all the best horse- 
flesh in Ireland, have been received by the 
stewards of the meeting, and the prize 
money is a bare £100 short of the £2,000 


mark. 
THE RACES 


The two principal events of the two- 
days’ racing are the Galway Plate (to- 
morrow) and the Galway Hurdle (on 
Thursday), but the card on both days.is a 
most attractive one.

Vhotographs of the feverish activity how 
prevailing in Belfast, where: they” are 
putting the last touches to the decorations 
for to-morrow’s Royal visit, recall to a 
colleague an incident of a similar occasion 
thirty-four years ago. 

in the year 1903 King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra visited Dublin (where 
His Majesty laid the foundation of the 
Royal College of Science, now Government 
Buildings), Belfast, Londonderry, and 
many other parts of Ireland. 

Leaving the capital on July 25th Their 
Majesties travelled by a specially-con- 
structed Royal train to Mountstewart, 
County Down, where they spent a day 
resting. On the 27th the Royal train 
brought them to the Belfast terminus -of 
the CountyMown Station, where the Lord 
Mayor and Corporation paid respectful 
homage. Thence Their Majesties drove 
off in an open carriage on another 
crowded day’s engagements. 

The cheering crowds and lavishly- 
decorated streets did not seem to be very 
successful in cheering up King Edward the 
Seventh, who looked, as well he might, 
very tired. But as the carriage neared the 
Bank Buildings, and his eye caught sight 
of the huge streamer that stretched right 
across the face, his eyes twinkled and his 
bearded lips parted in a smile. The 
balconies and windows above the streamer 
were crowded with women, representative 
of the youth and beauty of the city. And 
the streamer bore the inscription in giant 
letters: ‘‘ Come to us, love us, and make

The tragedy in the Wicklow Mountains 
brings to mind an excellent plan for 
facilitating hikers which has been put 
into practice in France for some years 
past. 

In the days when hiking was, as yet. 
in the stage of being simply termed 
" going for a country walk,” the great 
forests of France were mapped out by the 
office of the various Departments, Walks 
through them were clearly marked, every 
one in a different colour. In the forest 
the actual trail was marked in the same 
colour by means of small. inconspicuous 
arrews, pamted on trees or boulders at 
distances of about a furlong apart. These 
marks in io way detracted from the land 
scape, as they were hardly noticeable 
unless one was searching for them. 

The forest of Fontainebleau, which 
being so near to the capital, is a favourite 
spot at the week-end for young Parisian 
hikers, is most efficiently mapped. You 
can go for a red, blue or vellow hike, and 
a convenient littie guide book tells you its 
length and, approximately, the number of 
hours you will need to cover the distance. 
You can thus choose an all-day expedition 
or a walk of a couple of hours, according 
to the state of your mind or feet. 

This plan certainly has its advantages. 
I have seen the suggestion that it should 
be applied to the 10,000-acre expanse of 
the National Park at Muckross. 


A Miilionaire for Ireland 


IT learn from Mr. George Dodd that Mr. 
Strassburger, the American millionaire, 
is sending some of his best mares over 
to Ireland from France. 

During a recent visit to France Mr. 


- 


Dodd met Mr. Strassburger, who invited 
him to inspect his stud farm, the Havas 
des Monceaux, which is situated near 
Lisieux (Calvados), in Normandy. It 
must have been an interesting experience, 
_for the Havas des Monceaux, as an estab- 
lishment, is run on a far more magnifi- 
cent scale than anything of its kind either 
here or in England. 

A similar establishment is maintained 
in America by Mr. Strassburger, who has 
his horses trainéd’ in England by Fred 
Darling, and in Wrance by Maurice 
Wallon. His ambition, like that of every 
other millionaire, is to win the Derby, but 
so far his best performer has been Easton. 
Bambino, it will be remembered, carried 
his colours in this year’s event. Although 
this horse ran in the Grand Prix later, 
it is said that through some error he was 
only placed sixth, whereas he was really 
supposed to have got home fifth ! 


A Derbu Winner ? 


Mr. Strassburger has sent his brood 
mares to Italy, to Belgium, and many 
other places. He has spent fortunes. on 


the breeding of thoroughbreds, and now 


he is turning to Ireland. 

He realises that this. is.the one .conntry 
left that may still produce for ‘him his 
desired Derby winner. So he has com- 
missioned an expert from Edinburgh 
TTniwersity to examine the soil of County 
Kildare. where he is taking a stud farm. 
This millionaire leaves nothing to chance, 
and evervthing he does is done 
scientifically. | 

Three or four of his mares will arrive in 
Kildare shortlv, and, when his plans are 
complete, his Irish stud farm will be one 
of the show-places of the country. 
Naturally the value of such a patron for 
this country is enormous, for the name of 
R. B. Strassburger is known throughout 
the world. 

Mr. Dodd tells me that as soon as Mr. 
Siwassburger is fit to travel—he has been 
ill in Paris—he will come to Ireland him- 
self. Meantime he will be represented by 
a well-known Irishman. 

While in France Mr. Dodd purchased a 
vearling colt by Black Watch out of 
Solicitude, bred at the Haras. des 
Monceaux, whom he is putting into frain- 
ing here.

MAKING LONG VISIT TO 
THE FREE STATE 


The eminent Swedish surgeon, Professor 
Sven Johansson, who was invited to Belfast 
to address the orthopedic section of the 
British Medical Association, is making a 
prolonged visit to the Irish Free State. te. 
terday, accompanied by Madame. Johansson, 
he paid a visit of courtesy to the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.) at the 
Mansion House. 

Professor Sven ‘Johansson is surgeon-in- 
chicf to the Sahlgren Hospital, Gothenburg, 
Sweden, where he superintends three. hundred 
surgical beds. He enjoys universal fame as 
the inventor of a surgical operation method 
in the treatment of fractured hips, and at 
Belfast greatly interested his professional 
audience with a detailed description of his 
process, demonstrated by a cinema film, 

Professor Johansson visited the Adelaide 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, and proposes, in 
the course of his stay to inspect many other 
such institutions. After the Horse Show he 
will go to County Kerry, whete his Dublin 
host has an island habitation. 


TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 

Speaking to an Jrish Times reporter, Pro- 
fessor Johansson referred to our pending 
trafiic regulations, and mentioned that in 
Sweden, in cases of le and motor acci- 
dents, the policeman did not think it suffi- 
cient to tell the magistrate: ‘I smelt his 
breath and he had drink taken.” If the 
policeman had any suspicion of that kind he 
could compel the motorist or cyclist to submit 
to a blood test, and then the accused person 
received the benefit of scientific evidence. 

It was mentioned that the Swedes are a 
very democratic people, whose language does 
not contain the word “sir.” <A Swedish 
porter will not take a tip, but charges a 
fee, and refuses to accept more than the 
prescribed.sum. Everybody works in Sweden; 
they have no beggars there. No one is sub- 
servient, but all are exceedingly polite and 
superlatively clean. Dinner is not a meal, 
but a ceremonial.

ENGLISH TEAM 


The officers and horses composing the 
English jumping team which will compete 
at the Horse Show next week have now 
arrived in Dublin. The team is captained by 
an lIrishman—Major J. Hume Dudgeon, 
M.C., of the Royal Scots Greys, who has 
been included in every English team that has 
competed at Ballsbridge. He won the cup 
presented by the Minister for Defence at the 
Horse Show last year and the Swiss Cup in 
1931; his, horses have also won the King’s 
Cup at Olympia and the Championship Cups 
for jumping at Olympia, Richmond and 
Ballsbridge. The other members of the 
team are :—Major J. C. Friedberger, R.H.A. ; 
Captain E. oward Vyse, R.H.A., and 
Lieutenant J. <A. Talbot-Ponsonby, 7th 
Hussars. 

Major Dudgeon and Major Friedberger 
served throughout the Great War in France. 
This will be Major Friedberger’s first visit 
to Ballsbridge. He only returned last autumn 
from six yeas’ service in India, and he 
brought back with him an Australian horse 
named “' Derek,” which has shown good form 
in England this year and which has been 
included in the team. 

Captain Howard Vyse, like Major Fried- 
berger, comes to the Hotse Show for the 
first time. He rides a horse called ‘‘ Sammy,” 
which won the Daily Mail Champion Cup. at 
Olympia this year. 

ieutenant Talbot-Ponsonby was a member 
of the English team which competed here 
in 1931. e is one of the most successful 
horsemen in the British Army, and has won 
outright and re-presented the King’s Cup at 
Olympia Horse Show.

experiments in the use of films in 
educational work have been made in 
several London schools, and a report 
setting out some of the results has been 
issued by the London County Council. 
Early in its deliberations the committee 
appointed to conduct the experiments was 
convinced that there was _ sufficient 
evidence to suggest that the film had real 
value in school work, and that attention 
should be directed more especially to 
sound films and to an investigation of 
their value in class-room teaching. 
Certain groups of films were examined, 
and the choice was limited to four sub-

jects—geography, nature study, physiology 
and industry. The physiology films were 
shown to children between 14 and 15 years 
old, and the others to children aged 13 -to 
14. It was also decided that each of the 
courses should constitute two classes as 
nearly equal in all particulars ; one to be 
taught by films and the other by oral in- 
struction in the usual way. At the end 
of the courses the children’s knowledge 
was tested by means of essays, writte> 
questions and an oral examination. 


Report on Experiments 


The report on the experiments says that 
the essays showed that “ pupils in the 
oral groups wrote better essays than those 
in the film groups.” ‘‘ The film. group 
pppils have undoubtedly found it difficult 

express 1n words the new and somewhat 
unusual things they have seen,’’ says the 
report, and it continues: ‘‘ Film lessons 
can be regarded as a most useful adjunct 
if systematic training is given in 
teaching children to describe accurately 
and luc'dly what they have seen,” The 
written questions and the memory tests 
showed that the “film groups scored over 
non-film groups. The film groups had the 
advantage (a) of having a visual impres- 
sion store as a result of seeing the films, 
and (b) the fact that the examination 
questions wcre based on the films, whereas 
the oral groups had covered a wider field 
and had to rely on memory alone, un- 
supported by visual film impressions.” 

The Committee is of the opinion that 
sound films have a definite value in the 
classroom; that they enlarge the experi- 
ence and broaden the outlook of pupils in 
such a way as to aid in the training for 
citizenship; that they bring a sense of 
reality into the classroom and increase 
the knowledge of the children in direc- 
tions which tend to be neglected in 
ordinary lessons. 


New Teaching Methods 


It is said that films also broaden the 
outlook of the teachers and increase their 
knowledge; and in the case of exposition 
films the teachers are introduced to new 
methods of presentation. The Committee 
believes that films do not lessen the 1m- 
portance of the teacher in the class- 
room, either in the effective direction of 
the work of the class or in the influence 
of his personality. If films are to be used 
effectWely the teacher must assume the 
direction and control of the lesson, and 
without such control the value of the 
lessons is considerably reduced. There is 
no evidence to support the point that 
without films children think lessons must 
necessarily be dull. 

In the opinion of the Committee films 
should not, as a rule, take more than 10 
minutes to show, and they shoula be 
shown twice during the lesson. The need 
for films taking about 5 minutes to show, 
and having their subject matter restricted 
to the illustration of one or two features, 
is stressed by the Committee. The recom- 
mendation is made that further use 
should be made in the Council’s schools, 
and that in new schools provision for a 
proper cinema should be made. 


First Film School

Has not the time 
arrived at which the entire organism of 
local government should be reviewed by 
methods even more comprehensive than 
those which were defined in the terms of 
reference to the Greater Dublin Tribunal ? 


OUTGROWTH OF POOR LAW 


If appronchad from the wide angle of 
national policy rather than from its 
purely departmental aspect, the whole 
problem becomes one of quite unusual 
interest and importance; and, let it be 
said, one for which no single’ or simple 
solution is likely to be discovered. At 
its root and in its branches the problem 
is much more one in human chemistry 
than in the mechanics of administratidn 
in so far as no other department of State 
is so intimately associated and _ inter- 
woven with the citizen’s everyday life. 
Outgrowths of the earliest recognition of 
the State’s responsibilities for social well. 
being, many of the Department’s present 
manifold and complicated functions can 
only be regarded as fortuitous ex- 
crescences. In its origin a Poor. Law 
Board, concerned only with the alleviation 
of poverty, the Department is now one of 
the State’s most indispensable agencies for 
all kinds of reconstructive effort. 
Regarded under the British régime as a 
kind of convenient handyman to which 
all kinds of odd jobs might be assigned, 
the Department’s activities now overlap 
with the functions of subsequently con- 
ceived State agencies. Evidences of such 
fortuitous accretions of function and 
needlessly complicating consequences may 
be found in the fact that, while the 
Ministries of Justice and of Industry and 
Commerce exercise control of road trans- 
rt. it falls to the Minister for Local 
vernment to frame regulations for the 
design and behaviour of motor vehicles on 
public highways. Surely a strange addi 
tion to poc: law responsibilities! Many 
other evidences of the conglomerate 
character of the functions so acquired 
may be found in any one of the six pages 
of indexes to the Department’s annuai 
reports, As instances—town-planning and 
elections; revision of constituencies and 
county libraries; arterial drainage and 
old age pensions ; school meals and buria! 
grounds; medical charities and housing; 
mental defectives and ‘road machinery ; 
health insurance and petrol pumps. 


OVER 100 LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES 


By what means, let us now. inquire, 
does the Minister for Local Government 
discharge such a medley of responsibili- 
ties? Broadly stated. through the agencies 
of five-or six sub-departments and of up- 
wards of 100 local representative 
authorities, whose size and importance is 
represented in a descending scale by 
Dublin Corporation at one end to urban 
district of Granard, with its population 
of 1,200, at the other. To nine city and 
borough councils, 27 county councils, 54 
urbar councils and 16 bodies of town 
commissioners must the Minister look for 
the efficient discharge of duties at once 
onerous, complicated and frequently de- 
manding expert knowledge. 

How, then, is such departmental con- 
trol and direction made effective in such 
a widely scattered and disparate collection 
of communities? Mainly through the 
agency of staffs of auditors, and of 
inspectors, the majority of whom are, or 
should be, expert in matters of public 
health, engineering or architecture. Such 
inspectorate stafis constitute the living 
links between the administrative and 
expert staffs of mrre than 100 local 
bodies and the Department's head- 
quarters organisation. Upon their per- 
sonal efficiency, in a major degree a xi 
the final resort, rests whatever measure of 
the generai average of efficiency is obtain- 
able under the present system of loca) 
administrasion.

That the understaffing, caused by the ex- 


ansion of the responsibilities of the Louth 

ublic Health Department since 1928 means 
that the medical, nursing and clerical staffs 
all are required to do extra work; that the 
county medical officer of health, for instance, 
has made himself an additional or super- 
numerary clerk in his own office, and con- 
ducts an office in bis own home which deals 
with as much work as his public office does, 
while on occasions he acts as supervisory 
sanitary inspector, is asserted by the 
County Medical Officer of Health, Dr. J. A. 
Musgrave, in report on the health and 
sanitary conditions in the county and 
districts for the past year. 

Dr, Musgrave states, however, that durin 
these public health eae ” the wor 
is moderately thétough. ‘The understaffing 
prevents” he states, ‘‘ smooth-ranning 
efficiency, and may leave fields unexplored or 
only touched; it makes for general sketchi- 
ness, instead of general thoroughness; but the 
work proceeds. Diphtheria immunisations, 
school work, and what not, plus routine, 
monopolises all the time that can possibly 
be squashéd into a round of the clock, and 
bye-laws are being ignored.” 

The report es reference to a certain 
slackness in the compliance with the require- 
ments and bye-laws, and observes that de- 
tailed inspection, preparation of reports and 
a careful general consideration of the whole 
business was necessary if the matter was to 
be rectified. . 

“Time passes and no action is possible— 
new urgent work and routine occupies all the 
available time Gradually the by-laws are 
completely ignored and treated with un- 
merited contempt, Inevitably time is found; 
a series of inspections is made, and a deplor- 
able state of affairs is revealed. It would 
all be much more pleasant if adequate staff 
existed to supervise the observance of the 
by-laws.” 


CRITICISM 


Commenting upon criticism of the Depart- 
ment the report states that the parable of 
the man, the boy and the ass, would be re- 
enacted if they changed the policy of the 
Louth Department of Health tu suit every 
suggestion. On one side it was argued that 
the school scheme was the major concern, 
and there were a dozen different views as 
to what aspects of the service should be 
concentrated upon. On the other side it was 
contended that the T.B. scheme was the 
main work, and while some people advised 
specialisation in the curative side and local 
sanatorium work, others emphasised the value 
of early diagonsis, and advocated facilities 
for free consultations. Others expressed the 
belief that the health office should amplify 
the educational and prophylactic side of the 
work, educate the people to seek early 
medical advice, and to take precautions in 
regard to general healthy living. A few 
people had expressed the opinion that not 
enough i — was given in regard to 
various diseases which might afiect the 
national health, and argued it behoved the 
health office—inter alia—to specialise more 
deeply in the control of venereal diseases. 

e County Department of Health could 
not attempt to carry out even one-half of 
the suggestions made, without great tact and 
very adequate staff. Their policy had been 
that which had been considered to be the 
correct, mast economical and practical, with 
the staff available. The most necessary of all 
operations was being worked—genera! health 
propaganda, 


MILK SUPPLY 


The report deals lengthily with the inspec- 
tion of the method of producing and prepar- 
ing milk, and suggested that it would be 
an excellent thing if inspection of cow byres 
was carried out occasionally by the house- 
wives. There were many excellent cow byres, 
a minority of cow byres of a poor standard 
and a few which were bad in every way. 
A properly constructed cow-she was 
essential, and the production of clean milk 
and raised standings were to be insisted on. 
A definite programme to remodel cow byres 
and build new ones where necessary was not 
so much a question of money as a matter of 
flesh and blood, the bealht of the race, and, 
partieularly. the health of the children of the 
race. .““It offers no imaginary promises, and 
if must be taken seriously. . The effect of 
the Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, will be 
realised in years to come, and future genera- 
tions will know by reading our general 
statistics that it was honestly operated,”

In a later contribution it may be pos- 
sible to indicate certain broad lines mpon 
which such new groupings of arcas and 
functions would seem to be desirable and 
capable of easy application.

A statement alleged to have been made by 
a Labour deputy reflecting upon the houses 
built in County Dublin, was reíerred to by 
Mr. J. Fogarty, T.D., at yesterday's 
meeting of the Dublin County Council, and 
was the subject of indignant comment by 
several members of the Council.

The 
Council approved of an inerease in wages to 
overseers, gangers, and charge-hands, similar 
to that granted to road men. 

The increase, of 5s. per week, will take 
effect from 21st June in the case of the road 
men and from the date of yesterday's meet- 
ing in the case of the others. Sheep suffering 
from scab were brought into County Dublin 
from County Wicklow, said the Chairman, 
eating a discussion on the Sheep-Dipping 
Regulations.

Three men- appeared in the Belfast Custody 
Court yesterday arising out of the seizure of 
a car at Balmoral on Saturday week con- 
taining communications in regard to the Free 
State sweep.

He said that two constables saw 
a car of Free State registration stop beside 
the King’s Hall, and one of the men in the 
car put a large number of letters into a 
pillar-box.- One of the constables spoke to 
the driver, Callan, and asked him what he 
was doing with the letters. Callan replied : 
“I am posting them for a friend—doing the 
Good Samaritan, I suppose.” The constables 
brought the men to Lisburn road Barracks, 
and when the sergeant was about to open one 
of the letters Valentine-said: ‘‘ There is no 
great harm in it, I am sure you had often 
one yourself.” Valentine had afterwards 
stated that he knew nothing about the letters, 

There was an enormous quantity of letters 
concealed in various parts of the car. There 
was a suit-case full under the bonnet and 
an apartment, which he would suggest was 
specially constructed, packed with letters 
When all the letters were taken out of the 
car they filled five sacks.

The plain truth, ‘nie see it, seems to 
be that Signor Mussolini has not the least 
intention to change his. policy in regard 
to Spain. He has ‘sent his troops to the 
Peninsula for á very definite purpose—not 
because he sympathises with General 
Franco and his insurgents, not because he 
fears the outbreak of violent Communism 
in Spain, but simply because he is deter- 
mined to secure complete control of the 
Mediterranean, The suggestion that, if 
General Franco wins the war, the Italians 
will quit Spain of their own accord is 
almost’ as absurd as the suggestion that 
the Spaniards. will throw them out. 
‘“J’y suis, j’y reste” is the Duce’s motto. 
He will take his men out of Spain if and 
when General Franco is beaten, and not a 
moment sooner. At the moment the 
gallant general’s chances of an early 
victory are not very much greater than 
they were six months ago. In fact, if 
anything, they are poorer ; for time is on 
the side of the Spanish Government. In 
these circumstances, what is Signor 
Mussolini likely to do? He has staked 
everything, or nearly everything, on Spain. 
“The British, who have been Tamentably 
weak throughout the crisis, at last seem 
to have realised what is afoot, and Mr. 
Eden, in his recent speech in the House of 
Commons, told the Italians plainly that 
‘Great Britain “would not tolerate any 
interference with her Mediterranean in. 
terests. In this respect, therefore, the 
issue ig knit. If Signor. Mussolini is 
resolved to assume control of the middle 
sea, he must go to war with Britain. 
That is the blunt fact of “the matter. 
Nobody who studies his articles in the 
Popole d'ltalia can have much doubt as 
to what issin his mind. In his article 
last Saturday he wrote with the greatest 
contempt of the League of. Nations, the 
Non-Intervention. Committee, and the 
general pretence that is so evident in 
Europe to-day. Sooner or later, he pre- 
dicts all these houses of cards will be 
overthrown—-by reality, -‘‘-whieh-im all 
times has had only one grave and irre- 
placeable name’ (un solo grave 
insostituible nome). Does the Duce want 
a war? It is almost impossible to be 
lieve that any man could harbour such 
a thought, far less a wish; but Benito 
Mussolini has embarked on perilous seas, 
and the end is not yet.

General Ludendorft’s 
revive the worship oí Thor and Wotan was 
certain to find imitators, like any freakish 
departure in-art or the fashions. It is 
reported from Greece that some enthusiast 
there has called for the revived worship 
of Zeus and the rest of the Olympian gods. 
Less than a quarter of a century ago the 
late Mr. George Russell (“A E”’) published 
his ‘‘ Candle of Vision,” a book which 
proclaimed that the gods of ancient Ire- 
land—the Dagda, Angus Og and Manan- 
nan—still lived and moved, and could act 
upon the soul of man. What is there in 
edmmon in these strange appeals to Pan! 
Their importance as rivals to historic 
Christianity can be exaggerated. We who 
knew “A E”’ are sure that his whimsical! 
book was not intended to be taken as 
objectively true. If he cried to Dana, the 
mother of the gods, it was as a poetic 
flourish, an act of arbitrary symbolism. 
He had ‘no more belief in the existencé of 
a living, personal Dana than has a cycle 
manufacturer in the existence of a living, 
personal Mercury when he takes the figure 
of the speedy messenger of the gods as his 
trade-mark. We cannot think. that the 
hopeful Greek and the aggressive German 
believe in Hera or Wotan as objective 
realities. It was otherwise with the 
pagans of antiquity. For them, though 
vaguely, the gods were persons, invisible 
yet substantive.” They truly thought that 
some god thundered in the storm or 
haunted the forest glades. The new pagan 
believes in his gods in no more than a 
Platonic sense—or, shall we say, in a 
Pickwickian? The historicity of Olympus 
perished long ago. For this reason the 
new movements are not true rivals of a 
religion which rests upon established fact. 
Howsoever the divided bodies of Christians 
may dispute, they are agreed—and secular 
historians confirm them—as to the objec 
tive reality of the life on earth of the 
Founder of their religion. The differences 
of theologians never can alter the 
historicity of events which shaped the 
world. A Ludendorff may refuse allegiance 
to Christ and may denounce the Christian 
ideal, but he cannot reduce the Person 
who appeared in history to the subjective 
rank of a racial dream. Verbum caro- 
factum est. It is in its objective historicity 
that the Christian position is unique. 
The scholar in the libary recognises this. 
Without personal bias he is constrained to 
set Christianity in a category of its own. 
The pagan, once he becomes acquainted |. 
with the Christian creed, confirms the 
scholar in a peculiar manner. He breaks 
his gods. He may not become a Christian, 
but he does become an unbeliever in Thor, 
Neptune, Angus, Vishnu or Mumbo-jumbo. 
The Japanese people—that noble and 
intellectual nation—has been in close 
vontact with the Christian world for half 
a century. It has not become Christian, 
but it certainly has ceased to hold its own 
old racial beliefs, save in a reduced or

The British Army 


Great Britain, having voted huge sums 
for the provision of heavy and light artil- 
lery, tanks, small-arms, ammunition and 
poisonous gas, is still at a loss to find the 
men who will manipulate these means of 
destruction. While reeruits in plenty 
arrive at the headquarters of the Royal 
Navy and Royal Air Forcethe young men 
of Great Britain display a strange reluct- 
ance to join the Army: Various causes 
for this ‘reluctance have been offered— 
that the pay is bad, that service, even in 
peace time, is arduous; that the terms of 
service not merely are too long, but also 
involve many years in remote countries, 
and that neither food nor sleeping accom. 
modation in barracks is what it ought to 
be. The chief reason, as it appears, is 
the long term of service, at the end of 
which the average soldier is too old to 
obtain employment with ease in civil life. 
Be that as it may, the Army, both regular 
and reserve, is woefully beneath establish. 
ment, The Regular Army is short of its 
proper strength of 168,900 by 1,000 officers 
and 47,000 men, while the Territorial 
Army numbers only 135.748, as compared 
with 210,000 in 1914. In the circumstances 
a new organisation, known as the Army 
League, has issued a programme of 
reforms which, it hopes, will render the 
Service more attractive alike to potential 
officers and men. It urges a general 
increase in pay—a sufficient increase to 
abolish much of the difference that now 
exists between the pay of a private soldier 
and that of a skilled artisan in civil life— 
and it suggests that additional pay shall 
be granted for service in India and other ; 
distant countries, with the alternative of 
a pension for long service. Instead of a 
long period with the Colours, and an equal 
period on the Reserve, the soldier ought | 


the Colours and a longer time on the 
Reserve ; and the term of foreign service 
ought to be limited. Ex-soldiers, the 
League adds, deserve. first. call on employ- 
ment in Government-controlled services 
and in industries which depend largely on 
Government orders, while the status of 
the Territorials demands recognition in 
the War Office and on the staffs of Com- 
mands. As for officers, it makes the pithy 
“if the Army could offer a 
career in which the officer could live on 
his pay, the full complément required 
would be obtained.’’ .We have littie doubt 
about the practical nature of this report. 
Modern armies have so room for ‘‘ gentle- 
men officera’!'* with independent incotnes ; 
and the private soldier has a livelihood to 
earn after his, discharge.

Labour and Armaments 


The Parliamentary Labour Party, in 
refraining from votimg against armament 
expenditure, have broken a long. iii 
tradition.

Now that 
the party has decided to let armament 
expenditure stand it is probable that 
will experience some difficult times at its 
propaganda meetings. No Labour meeting 
in the past has. been complete without the

The Mandates Commission 


A number of politicians and publicists 
are going from London to Geneva in the 
course of the week for Friday’s meeting of 
the Mandates Commission of the League 
of Nations. It is expected that there will 
be a great assembly of representatives of 
the Powers in view of the importance of 
the question, while there certainly will be 
an extraordinary number of professed 
experts, advisers and journalists. Dr. 
Wiessman and Mr. Jabotinsky, attended 
by a big ‘staff of advisers, will be there, 
while a strong body of Rabbis from | the 
United States and leaders of Zionist 
groups in Central and Eastern Europe wil! 
be among the Jewish delegations. The 
Arabs will not be so well ‘represented, 
but they intend to send at least three 
delegations, and more if it can be arranged. 


Dodging Income Tax 


According to news from New York, the 
United States is expected to announce 
shortly a programme of reciproca] taxa- 
tion information with foreign Govern- 
ments. Should this come about, it may 
be regarded as the direct consequence oÍ 
the French financial position. It is 
believed in Paris that vast sums have been 
transferred to the United States not mere!) 
for the sake of avoiding French income 
tax. but mainly so that they may not be 
liable to the somewhat violent fluctuations 
to which franc securities have been 
subject recently. Little doubt is ente 
tained that: the French Finance Minister 
took the initial steps towards a Weproca 
disclosure of foreign investments. Althouc 
there is no formal agreement, the Glevert-

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A FTER four hours’ discussion the 


Chairman’s Sub-Committee of 
Non-Intervention Committee, 
meeting at the Foreign Office, 
London last night, decided not to 
submit to the Powers the question- 
naire which the British Government 
have produced during the week-end, 
but to submit to them the complete 
White Paper, which, contains. the 
British compromise for ensuring the 
continuance of non-intervention and 
the re-establishment of control on the 
Spanish frontier. 

The British questionnaire was merely a 
summary of the White Paper containing 
the British Plan, but it was felt that the

REQUEST TO POWERS 

The Powers are asked to give their 
definite replies by Wednesday, if possible, 
and, in any case, no later than Thursday, 
in order that the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, Lord Plymouth, shall be in a 
position to call the Chairman’s Sub-Com- 
mittee together again on Friday.

He submitted a revised edition of the 
British memorandum, and challenged any- 
body to prove that his questionnaire did 
not correspond in the spirit and in the 
letter, in the form and in the substance, 
with the British plan.

LORD PLYMOUTH’S REPLY

Lord Plymouth, replying to Count

A BOMBSHELL 


A general discussion followed, in the 
course of which M. Maisky, the Russian 
Ambassador, mu that perhaps the 
best thing to do was to approach the 
Spanish Government and General Franco 
at once regarding the placing of internal 
observers in Spanish ports and with- 
drawal of volunteers.

Lord Plymouth intervened when this 

noint was raised, and the discussion which 
followed tended to reveal that this cer- 
tainly was not the Russian Government s 
final answer upon this important ques- 
tion. 
A lively exchange followed between 
‘ Count Grandi and M. Corbin, in which 
Count Grandi alleged that the Breneb 
Press had rendered a disservice to the 
latest British plan because of the 
“leakage ” which had taken place. _ 

M. Corbin replied that the’ French 
Press had liberty of opinion, and was not 
so easy to manage as possibly was the 
Press in Italy. He ad4ed that the French 
Government stood py the British 
memorandum, and would give immediate 
replies either to th» questionnaire or to 
the questions based spon the White Paper. 


GERNWAN VIEW 


Herr von Ribientrop, the German 
‘Ambassador, sonteaded that the British 
questionnaire was not quite adequate, and 
not altogether’ on tle lines of the British 
Control Plan, although he said he believed 
it was in the spint of that plan. 

He spoke of the linking-up of the 
granting Of belligeremt rights with the 
withdrawal cf vo)ynteers, and said that 
greater clari,y was necessary to find out 
the opinions of the various Governments 
as to what poirlk the granting of belli- 
gerent rights shculd be accorded.

WOULD-BE CANDIDATES 
SEEK INFORMATION 


By Our PoLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


ANY potential candidates for the 

Free State Senate are seeking in- 
formation as to how they should pro- 
ceed to put their claims in the proper 
quarter, and some are quite impatient 
owing to the absence of guidance in 
the matter. They will, of course, 
have to wait until the necessary legis- 
lation has been produced, 

It will be remembered that one of the 
bills introduced by President de Valera 
on Wednesday last is intended '' to 
regulate the elections of those elected 
members of Seanad Eireann who are 
required by the Constitution to be elected 
from panels of candidates, to define the 
electorate for such elections, and to pro- 
vide for matters incidental to, or con- 
nected with, such elections.” Another bill 
introduced on the same occasion “will pro- 
vide similar — in respect of the 
university members. 

The Constitution itself sets out certain 
limits in regard to both classes of candi- 
dates for the Senate, but it is in the 
legislation now contemplated that the full 
details will be given. Persons who have 
scanned the Constitution in vain for the 
information they seek will have failed to 
notice that in at least four instances it is 
indicated that the details are to be “ pro- 
vided by law.” The bills mentioned will 
set out these details. 


STRENGTH OF HOUSE 


The Constitution sets out the numerical 
strength of the new House, which will con- 
sist of sixty members, thus:— 

Elected Members 
Nominated Members 

Apparently, those who are to be 
nominated by the Taoiseach will not have 
to conform to any standard other than 
that the Taoiseach considers them suit- 
able to be members of the Senate. The 
remaining forty-nine will bé elected as 
follows :— 

From the National University of 
Treland 

From the University of Dublin ... 3 

From panels representing (i.) 
national language and culture, 
literature, art, education and 
such ‘professional interests as 
may be defined by law; (ii.) 
agriculture ahd allied interests 
and fisheries; (iii.) labour, 
whether organi or un- 
organised; (iv.) industry and 
commerce, including banking, 
finance, accountancy, engineer- 
ing and architecture; (v.) 
public administration and 
social services, including 

i voluntary social activities ....,. 43 

Not more than 11, and not less than 5 
members, shall be elected any one 
of these panels; but there-is a provision 
that, if so directed ‘‘ by law,” any func- 
tional or vocational group, or association, 
or council may directly elect a number 
of members to the Senate in substitution 
for an egual number from the correspond- 
ing panels. This would appear to mean 
that a well organised vocation—say, 
education or trade—may elect its own 
representatives, apart from the panels, 
and that the corresponding panel would be 
reduced by that number. 

Any person of twenty-one years, and 
not otherwise disqualified, may be a can- 
didate for the Senate. Every election for 
the Senate must be on the principle of 
Proportional Representation, an by 
secret postal ballot. 


GENERAL ELECTION 


A general election for the Senate must 
be held not later than 90 days after the 
coming into operation of the Constitution ; 
that is, after 29th December next. Phe 
Senate, therefore, must be formed not 
later than the end of March next 
year. The date of its first meeting will 
be fixed by the President, or, if he has 
not then been elected, by the Commission 
acting for him; but this must not-be later 
than 180 days after the Constitution has 
come into operation—that is—before Ist 
July, or thereabouts, next year. 

It will be observed that University 
members do not come under the panel 


system. The manner of their election, as 


well as the qualifications of individual can- 
didates, will be prescribed in the new 
Bill for that purpose.

Miss Myra Oclanis McCleery, retired 
matron of Queen Alexandra’s Imperial 
Nursing Service, died late on Saturday night 
at Newpark, Kilkenny, at the age of 63. 

In 1900 when, with the Army Nursing Ser- 
vice, Miss McCleery served in the South 
African War, and was mentioned twice ‘n 
despatches for courage and devotion to pre! 
with the troops in the field, Later, in 1 
when she was stationed at Malta, there was a 
call for doctors and army nurses to volunteer 
to go on board British warships to Messina, 
where 156,000 Italians had lost their lives in 
an earthquake. Miss McCleery volunteered, 
and subsequently she was thanked by the 
Italian Government and was decorated by 
the King of Italy with the Royal Cross. 

At the outbreak of the Great War Miss 
McCleery was MAR SR first contingent from 
England to land in France. Her war medals 
included the King and Queen’s South African, 
1914 Star, General War Service and Victory 
Medals.

A DANGER POINT 


NEED FOR BETTER 
REGULATIONS 
a Sd 


y) SPITE the fact that it is recog- 
niged as a dangerous crossing 
for pedestrians and is the. scene of 
almost continuous traffic congestion, 
O’Connell Bridge is to be virtually 
excluded from alteration under the 
new Dublin traffic regulations issued 


some time ago. 

The regulations now have only to 
receive the formal approval of the Minister. 
Yesterday the absence of new laws dealing 
with the situation on O’Connell Bridge 
was mentioned to zn Jrish Times reporter 
by prominent citizens connected with 
traffic associations. 

With the ever-increasing’ volume of 
vehicular traffic crossing the bridge, pedes- 
trians and motorists alike claim that, as 
it is the. central point of city traffic, 
O'Connell Bridge cannot much longer be 
‘* left in the cold,’’ as regards traffic regu- 
lations. - 

In brief, the pedestrian’s case is that 
he has to risk life and limb if he desires 
to cross from the east footpath either to 
the central ‘ island ” or to Westmoreland 
street. If he wishes to reach Westmore- 
land street two alternatives face him, He 
may either follow the “Cross Here ” 
direction board to Burgh quay corner, and 
thence across D’Olier street to Westmore- 
land street corner; or he may attempt to 
cross—and *‘ attempt ” is the only word— 
by the other “ Cross Here ” sign to the 
‘island’’ midway between O'Connell 
Bridge and Westmoreland street. 

If he chooses the former course, it is 
imperative that he should keep an eye not 
only on two lines of traffic moving at right 
angles to the bridge to and from Aston’s 
quay and Burgh quay, but also on a line 
of vehicles coming from behind, and mov- 
ing out of O'Connell Bridge,: then turnin 
sharply left into Burgh quay, and onwar 
in the Hawkins street direction. Of 
course, there is always the matter of 
circumventing: the stream of ’buses from 


Burgh quay terminus which travels sharply 


to the left into D’Olier street for Dun 
Laoghaire, Bray, Dalkey and other south 
city routes. 

Finally, having ‘reached the footpath at 
Burgh quay, the pedestrian has again to 
risk his life avoiding two lines of motor 
and ’bus traffic and two more lines of tram- 
way traffic in D’Olier street before the 
sanctuary of Westmoreland street is 
attained. 


ANOTHER METHOD 


The second method of attaining the 

edestrian’s object, and it is, wn- 
has the most favoured, and con- 
signs him immediately to the realm of 
““Jay walkers,” is to thread his way from 
the east footpath of O'Connell Bridge 
through two lines of traffic proceeding 
from Lower O'Connell street, and two 
lines of tram traffic to and from D'Olier 
street . to the Westmoreland _ street 
‘‘island’’ and then through a line of 
"buses which leave D'Olier street terminus 
and turns left round into Westmoreland 
street for Crumlin, Sandymount and other 
destinations. 

The thousands of pedestrians who cross 
daily at this point claim—and not with- 
out justice—that their journey is made 
infinitely more dangerous by the disregard 
of traffic regulations shown by motorists. 
Aypath across the road, indicated by the 
sign ‘‘cross here’’ should, they state, be 
left clear for pedestrians as soon as the 
Guard halts the traffic. Instead, however, 
motorists encroach on this imaginary 
path, and gradually.edge their cars nearer 
and nearer to the junction in order to be 
in a better position to “take off’’ when 
the Guard lowers his hand, 

According to an official of the Auto- 
mobile Association, the only solution of 
the O'Connell Bridge agen is to erect 
automatic traffic controls. 

The new traffic regulations, he said, 
would make scarcely any difference in the 
present chaotic conditions. The bridge, 
under the new regulations, would continue 
to be a two-way street, for traffic from 
Westmoreland street would proceed, as at 
present, down the west side of the bridge, 
and traffic from Lower O'Connell street on 
the east side would be allowed into both 
Westmoreland street and D’Olier street. 
This was the central point of traffic, and 
was recognised as the city’s most 
dangerous pedestrian crossing, and what 
was needed was a set of automatically 
controlled traffic lights, which would 
greatly ease the present position. Dublin, 
he said, was behind virtually every city 
in Europe, not excluding Belfast. in this 
matter, 


TRIAL SIGNALS 


At the City Hall the reporter was 
informed that the Corporation was 
engaged in ‘‘ negotiating with contractors 
for the erection of trial signals at Clare 
street and Merrion square.’’ It was stated 
that Dublin traffic presented certain pro- 
blems which were not present in” other 
European cities. The lights were intended 
for fast-moving vehicular traffic, and 
would have to be modified for Dublin, 
where there were so many horse-drawn 
vehicles, The erection of the signals, 
which would entail tearing up the road, 
had been postponed until after the Horse 
Show. 

Asked if any lights were to be erected 
on O’Connell Bridge, the official said that 
the signs would first be tested under less 
difficult conditions. 

At the headquarters of the Traffic and 
“Safety First’’ Association of Ireland 
(formerly the Dublin Citizens’ Traffic 
Association) the reporter was told that the 
Association recently had interviewed the 
Civic Guard authorities, and had sug- 
gested that traffic along the east side of 
O'Connell Bridge from Lower O’Connell 
street should not be allowed to travel into 
Westmoreland street direct, but should be 
compelled to go up D’Olier street and 
turn round again at College street. 
O’Connell Bridge. would. then be.a proper 
two-way street. Plans had been submitted 
stressing the necessity’ for this’ alteration 
in existing regulations. The authorities 
had stated that they would consider the 
matter. A map showing the Association’s 
suggestions is published in another page 
of this issue, 

Regulations in the new traffic scheme are 
subject to alteration should the necessity 
arise, All the persons interviewed - 
day are of the opinion that the O'Connell 
Bridge laws certainly should be amended.

The Gate Company’s two. seasons in the 
Egyptian cities were a great success, and 
Mr. Morris declares that the people are 
anxious for another visit from the Irish 
players. “We hope they will come again 
next year,” he said, “but for this season we 
have engaged two French companies—one in 
opera and the other in comedy.”’ 


- EGYPTIANS’ PRAISE 


Mr. Morris said that the Dublin Company 

was one of the best they had had-in Cairo 
in the seventeen years of his connection with 
the theatre there What had most impressed 
the playgoers in Cairo was the homogeneity 
of the presage f Unlike other visiting com- 
— they did not. depend merely on the 
excellence of one or two “stars”; they were 
good all round, with every part . cleverly 
played. They had been seen in nine plays, 
which. had been selected by the Egyptian 
Government. These included  “ Othello,” 
‘* Twelfth Night,” ‘‘ Portrait in Marble ” and 
‘“Laburnum Grove.” The last-named play 
had been witnessed by over two thousand 
students. 
_ The newspaper notices of the plays, written 
in English, French and Arabic, were more 
than flattering, and the stage manager at the 
Opera House, Mr. Mansour, an Egyptian 
with thicty-eight years’ experience of his 
work, had paid glowing tribute to Mr. Hilton 
Edwards for his production, complimenting 
him on the originality of his settings, the 
effective staging and dressing, and, above all. 
on the skilful lighting effects. 


STATE SCHOOL OF ACTING 


The National School of Acting, which 
hopes to send some’ of its students to Dublin, 
has been in existence for three years. It is 
subsidised by the Egyptian Government, and 
is directed by Khalil Bey Moutran, one of 
the leading Egyptian poets. 

The school is attended by young Egyptians 
of both sexes, many of whom show distinct 
promise. Already there have been a number 
of productions by these young actors, includ- 
ing three Shakespearean plays translated into 
Arabic, as well as a number of modern 
English plays, also translated into Arabic. 
There are also competitions for dramatic 
production in the schools, and special prizes 
are awarded to the best schools, A number 
of students from the school have been 
attending the Old Vic in London. 


CONTROLLER OF FINE ARTS 


They have a Controller of Fine Artg in 
Cairo, and the script of every play to be 
produced at the Opera House, which is sub- 
sidised by the Government, must be sub- 
mitted to him beforehand. The Opera House 
itself was built by the Khedive in 1870, and 
Verdi composed ‘* Aida” at the Khedive’s 
request, but production was delayed until 
the following year, as the gorgeous costumes 
were held up in Paris during the Franco- 
Prussian War. 

The seating accommodation in the Opera 
House is not mote than 1,000; About four 
hundred. seats are on the ground floor, the 
others being in tiers of sixty-six boxes. But 
the theatre has one of the largest stages in 
the world, and down the years leading com- 
panies from all countries have cama there 
in opera, drama, or comedy. 


DELIGHTED WITH DUBLIN 


It is Mr, Morris's first ‘visit to these lati- 
tudes, and he has been very favourably im- 
be by Dublin. “I think it is a really 

eautiful city,” he declared. ‘It is so 
neat and clean, and, above all, it has so many 
lovely gardens.”

The Times observes editorially to-day : — 
The Unemployment Assistance Board is 
making a reality of the distinction between 
assistance and its treatment of the 
poverty caused by unemployment. There 
would be no difference at all if the Board 
regarded its applicants only as cases to be 
decided according to a formula ingeniously 
contrived to secure a fair measure of 
equality in the distribution of State 
provided cash to households and 
individuals in varying circumstances. 
That would be relief according to scale, 
and would be mechanical and impersonal. 
The distinguishing character of assistance 
is that it is applied to persons as well as 
to poverty, and that its purpose is a 
positive form of helpfulness, and not 
merely a staving off of want and distress. 
This distinction is seen, of course, in the 
exceptional, not in the ordinary case. 

The Board has more than 600,000 appli- 
cants in its care, and of the great majority 
it may be said that they require no more 
than routine supervision and the appro- 
priate allowances laid down in the 
regulations approved by Parliament. But 
the excepticns to the rule are many. 
About 115,000 of the determinations in 
force at the end of last year showed dis- 
cretionary increases over the strictly 
calculated regulation amounts, and there 
were 22,000 cases in which exceptional 
needs had been met. Welfare workers a 
year ago were convinced of a serious lack 
of household requisites in many homes, 
and particularly of bedding, A special 
inquiry by the Board’s officers into 
the equipment of 14,000 homes, in 
which the applicant for | assistance 
had been unemployed for two years 
or more, led to exceptional grants 
in 10,000 cases. This was a spontaneous 
inquiry, requiring no little tact in its 
conduct, because the Board’s investigators 
are not usually admitted to bedrooms, and 
to some extent it went beyond what the 
Board normally considers degree of its 
responsibility, since allowances are in- 


tended to meet all household needs. as well 


as the uirements of food and clothing.

MAN .DROWNED OFF

As a result of the recent disturbances, 
it is probable that fifteen of the Basque 
children at Brechfa, Carmarthenshire, 
will be sent back to Spain. Mr. Wilfrid 
Roberts, M.P., one of the honorary secre- 
taries of the National Joint Committee for 
Spanish Relief, last night told a reporter: 
“ They are: not amenable; they are rather 
of the reformatory type of boy.’’ He added 
that arrangements were under considera- 
tion to send the fifteen children to a home 
in Spain, run by an organisation dealing 
with the difficult children, which was 
situated in Government territory 
from Bilbao. 

The Committee, he said, were not 
alarmed about the incident, but were 
alarmed at the bad name that such an 
occurrence gave the children. Out of 
3,826 children only fifteen had turned out 
to be bad.

GROUSE SHOOTING 


PROSPECTS ON SOME 
NORTHERN MOORS 


It is rather difficult this season to forecast 
the prospects of sport on the moors of the 
Sperrins—those huge tracts in Tyrone and 
Londonderry—affd the moors of North Antrim 
and other parts of the North. A good deal 
ever depends upon the amount of stock left 
over from the previous year. A big stock— 
a rare thing on the moors—is worse than a 
small stock, The supply of heather—the chief 
food of the grouse—is quickly consumed by 
a big left-over stock of breeders, with a 
consequent semi-starvation in later phases 
of the season, a loss of vitality, weaklin 
propagated, and disease invited, or it may 
that a big proportion of clutches turn out m- 
fertile, or partly so. i 

The nesting and breeding periods were 
attended by very bad weather. It may be 
recalled that there were heavy snow storms m 
February and March, and severe weather at 
that time of the year—and it was unusually 
severe—results in late mating, nesting and 


ae 
and hatching times were wet and stormy, 
shootings that shall have an average crop of 
birds may be deemed lucky. It was one of 
the worst late winter-early spring periods for 
50 years. 

On the lower moors—better sheltered from 
the Arctic blasts of last February-March— 
coveys may run from six to mine, on -more 
exposed moors rather less. Of course, some 
coveys run up to a dozen, but that is in 
exceptional circumstances. Heather was rather 
late this season, and the wet weather pre- 
vented extensive burnings. Burning should 
be made early so as to give the heather a good 
chance of shooting early, the tender buds 
being the greatest delicacy to the youngsters. 
The absence of heat and sunshine limits the 
amount of insects, grubs, and crawling things 
generally, which make a welcome change in 
the menu of the grouse.

Uneasiness as to the future of Rushbrooke 
Dock, Cove, has been to some ext<nt allayed 
by a letter which the Town Clerk, Mr. A. J. 
Powell, has received from Mr, W. R. 
Lysaght, Chairman of Messrs. Lysaght, Ltd., 
Newport, Mon. 

Mr. Lysaght states that when his firm pur- 
chased the dock it was their mtention to 
erect a plant there for the manufacture of 
galvanised iron; but circumstances beyond 
their control, and which they could not have 
anticipated, arose te prevent this scheme from 
being carried out. 

Left with the dock on their hands and no 
banna oí being able to utilise them, the 
rm decided that the best thing that they 
could do was to dispose of the plant, beforg it 
suffered further deterioration, ‘‘ Owing to/an 
oversight,’’ writes Mr. Lysaght, “the pump- 
ing machinery was included in the sale con- 
tract, but directly this was discovered it was 
exempted, and nothing will be disturbed 
which is necessary in the working of the dock 
as such. The keel blocks wril not be dis- 
turbed, nor the water and compressed air 
pipes and air compressor. 

'“ As there is a possibility that ab some 
future time the dock might be again used for 
ship repairs, we have obtained the consent 
of the purchasers to exempt from the contract 
heavy plant and machinery in the platers’ 
shop, which will remain intact until further 
notice. 

“The generating plant will be removed, 
but this would be of no use, as any power 
would be better served by an inst.''ation from

If sufficient rain is received, large 
areas will be sown to oats and fail rye, aug- 
mentin autumn winter feed. Central 
Sialinhchirwan has had light to heavy down- 
pours, the crops recovering to some extent, 
and feed situation being better than antici- 
pated. In the Prince Albert Division, 
easterly parts, crops are fair. South Central 
Alberta sub-divisions report heavy precipita- 
tion, and improved yiclds from late sown 
summer fallow crops. In North Central 
Alberta the situation is considerably im- 
proved. Early sown grains do not respond 
greatly, but later sown show vast improve- 
ment. In all sections of Peace River and 
Grande Prairie districts, crops are holding 
well, but more rain is necessary in the latter 
area. Crops promise sixty per cent. of the 
normal yield.
